Ordered printed and placed on the 
calendar. 


Tho fifth section of the Inter-State com- 


merce bill was read, and Mr. Bcagan 
road a lengthy reply to the speech ot Mr. 
Phelps (of New Jersey), made on tho 19th 
of December. 


Mr. Phelps responded with a good deal 


of earnestness, and In reply to •> remark 
of Mr. Ileagan referring to him as a 
rich man, 
said K he had once enjoyed 


such a distinction, U U be a distinc- 
tion, it had now almost wholly disap- 
peared. Ho referred to heavy invest- 
ments made by himself and associates 
In n Texas railroad to which Pales- 
tine—Mr. Beagan's own town—owed Its 
present growth and advantages. Three 
million dollars had been pnt In, dollar 
after dollar, and honestly expended in 
building this road, and what had been 
tho result? Tho money was still in the 
rails, and they havo never received a dol- 
lar for Interest and never expected to.

land. They

Invested In lands, and by the Increase 
In tho value ot the lands they were saved 
from total loss. Tho road was built, 
without a single dollar from tlie people 
In Torxas whose lands, Including thum: 
hekl by Mr. Heagan, were enhanced In 
value three or four fold, lie thought 
that, having had experience, he had a 
rlfjht to get up and talk about that which 
the gentleman from Texas knew nothing 
except In theory. It this bill was passed 
and made effective, It would destroy tho 
value of his land aud check, as by au ava- 
liuicho, tho growth and prosperity of hU 
city of 1'ulestlne. 
Mr. Reagan Informed him that the 


State of Texas had made liberal grants 
of land to aid In tho construction of sev- 
eral roads hi that State. 


Mr. Phelps replied that the State had 


pledged Itself for $8,000 per mile before 
the road was built, and refused to pay It 
alter tho road was constructed. 
But lor 


this repudiation, he and bis associates 
inlglit havo received something iu the way 
of Interest on their Investment. 


After a running debate on the faith and 


fair dealings ol tho State, tho discussion 
returned to the merits of the pending 
section. 
Mr. Hewitt (of New York) secured the 


Hour, aud denounced tho attempt to re- 
quire notice ol flvo days of the ctiauge of 
rates, urging that tho business of tho 
railroads was now controlled by tele- 
graph. 


In reply to an observation mado by Mr. 


Keagnu during his controversy with Mr. 
Phelps, namely: that It was a scalUwajj 
Legislature that pledgod the money to 
tlio railroad, Mr. Hewitt said he had been 
led by Southern men not to think well oi 
the scallawngs, but In this case they had 
shown a better knowledge of the Inter- 
ests of the State than their opponents. 


Another passage 
occurred between 


Messrs. Kelfer aud Keagau, the laltct 
charging that tho Commerce Committee 
was packed in opposition to legislation ol 
the character of this bill. This Mr. Kolfet 
denied, and said the o«ly person who 
sought to have tho committee packed was 
Mr. Reagan, who asked that it might bo 
constructed with a majority friendly to 
such measures. 


An amendment offered by Mr. Hopkins 


(of Pennsylvania) 
authorising United 


States Courts to Issue writs ol mandamus 
to compel railroads to carry freights was 
adopted. 
Mr. Hammond (of Georgia) offered an 


amendment to prohibit the removal of 
causes under this act from State Courts 
of competent jurisdiction to United States 
Courts. Agreed to. 


Mr. Hammoad, after the bill had been 


read through, recited tho effect of rail- 
road legislation by the .Legislature of 
Georgia, which had to bo abandoned Jn 
two years, and said tho railroads could 
not do business on rigid printed rules, 
le was forced'very relunctantly to vote 
agulnst the bill. 


Mr. lieagan' Insisted that his bill only 


cut off powers which the roads ought 
not to possess. 


Mr. Perkins (of Kansas) offered an 


amendment providing for a commission 
to carry out tho provisions of the bill, 
similar to that proposed by tho com- 
mittee's bill as originally appointed. 


Mr. Keag-m made a point of order that 


this was tli, ijlll that had been replaced 
by his siiuatllute, and tho amendment 
was overruled. 


Mr. Hammond (of Georgia) offered a 


further amendment that tho commisWon- 
i;rs shall not bo appointed before the 5th 
of March. 


Several other amendments, and a tno- 


tlon to recommit with Instructions, were 
offered and ordered printed with the bill 
as amended In the Record. 


Mr. Unvls (ol Missouri) gave notice 


that to-morrow he would call np the con- 
tested election case of Craig vs. Shelley, 
uf the Fourth Alabama District. 


A considerable number of unimportant 


bills were Introduced by unanimous con- 
tent, aud referred, and at 6:50 p, m. tbe 
House adjourned.

An Editor, Charged with Lobbying, Knocks 


His Accuser Down—Other Fiery 


Belligerents. 


NBW YOMC, January 8.—The Long 


Island City Board of Alderman jnet 
Tuesday night to elect a presiding offi- 
cer. They had a lively time. 
Alder- 


man Morris, Temporary Chairman, called 
the Board to order. Only five Aldermen 
answered to tbelr names, and they pro- 
ceeded to ballot. 
Dclehanty received 


three votes, Morris received two. Chair- 
man Morris announced no choice, and 
the Board continued balloting till a re- 
cess was taken. 


When the board convened, Delchanty 


claimed his seat as President. Chairman 
Morris refused to recognize him, and he 
withdrew. 
After an exchange ol compliments pe- 


culiar to Long Island City Aldermen, the 
Board proceeded to deliberate on a tax 
bill. The bill was approved. Alter the 
reading of the bill Alderman White want- 
ed to know why the Commissioner of 
City Works had not prevented tlio Stand- 
ard Oil Company from tearing up the 
streets of the city. He moved that the 
Commissioner, who was in the room, 
have the privilege otf the floor to explain. 
"I don't want the-floor," exclaimed the 


Commissioner. "Tie Standard Oil Com- 
pany IB all right." 


"You've been flxed," said a citizen in 


the rear of the room. 


While the Aldermen were deliberating 


Mr. Angus Mclutyre, editor of the Long 
IslnnJ City Tribune, talked with Alder- 
iii .11 iK lieon. Alderman Easslga rose 
and said: "Mr. Chairman, I object to 
members ol the press lobbying with Al- 
dermen." 
The Board adjourned soon after this, 


but before Basslga left his chair, Mcln- 
tyro approached him and tho Alderrxmu 
was auon seen sprawling on the floor. 
The editor pounded him with. Sulllvan- 
llke vigor. 
Police Commissioner McGee rescued 


tho Alderman before he received serious 
Injuries, and the Sergcant-at-Arma led 
the editor down stairs. Alter this epi- 
sode, McGee and the editor of another 
Long Island City paper exchanged com- 
pliments, and would have come to blows, 
but lor the interference of the Mayor, 
who separated the belligerents. 


SHOT TUB SHERIFF. 


Employes of the Coal Syndicate Wno De- 
fled the Authorities. 


NELSOSVILLE, O., January 8.—The wild- 


est excitement prevails to-night at New 
Straltsvllle. A little before supper two 
men, surveying In the employ of the coal 
syndicate, were accused of carrying con- 
cealed weapons. The citizens urged llic 
Sheriff, who was present, to arrest them. 
lie attempted to arrest one and the latter 
drew his revolver and flred at the Sheriff, 
the shot grazing the officer's knee. Tho 
other man was given ten minutes by the 
citizens to leave the village. 


O'Donnell, the man charged with hav-

quired concerning these Individuals. 


"Who la John Glesson?" 
"He is the man you say has committed 


three murders, and has been convicted 
for none. I know htm as an old police- 
man. He received alz pistols. Mr. Miller 
got thirty pistols lor the Lincoln Club, a 
Bepubllcan organization. 
A numbitr of 


deputies were quartered there. 
None 


ol these pistols have bean returned. 


An extended inquiry aerred to show 


that a large number of pistol* given oat 
had not yei been returned, and that the 
record of them had been imperfectly kept. 


Wright was unable to say (n most cases 
how many had been returned.

M. E. Ingalta was then called and said: 


"There was more excitement and less 
money than on any election I ever saw. 
The town seemed to be • lull of strange 
negroes, and It was commonly believed 
that they were here to perpetrate frauds 
upon the Democrats. 
I think It was the 


most disgraceful election day I ever heard 
of in this city. I told Marshal Wright 
that I would not do the dirty work he 
was doing, and be responsible lor the 
Woodshed which I expected would fol- 
low, lor all the money in Cincinnati. He 
said to me that I was insulting, and I told 
him I supposed I \»as, but It was the way 
I felt about It."

Soon afterwards I had occasion 
to leave the seat for a moment, and ou 
returning found Dr. MoCosh in free 
conversation with the Western man 
whose head had so recently projected 
between us. So far from having taken 
any offence. Dr. McCosh reasoned if 
the man knew so much more than I 
did about the pork market, bo prob- 
ably knew much moro on other mat- 
ters, and so he drew him out. By and 
by they got side by side and the learned 
Professor was more learned when he 
had extracted a great 
amount ot 


knowledge from the stranger. 


John Locke waa a great mental phil- 


osopher, so is Dr. McCosh, as the world 
knows. And Locke was given to ask- 
ing questions of those who knew more 
than he did of a subject he had not 
studied. Indeed he regarded the con- 
versational habit as tho great agency 
in the cultivation of the mind. 
His 


work on tbe Human Understanding, 
though far from being a safe or suffi- 
cient treatise on mental science, baa 
made him famous in the world of 
thought as one of the great teachers oi 
the seventeenth century. 
When he 


w&s asked how lie had contrived 
to get » mine 
of "knowledge so 


rich, extensive and deep, he said 
that for what he knew he was indebted 
to hb habit of not being ashamed to 
aak for information, and that ho made 
U a rule all through lifo to converse 
with all sorts of men on those topics 
chiefly that formed thek- own particu- 
lar profession and pursuits. 
This is 


evidently the habit Dr. McCosh has. 
If we would not expect to discover it 
in the case of great mental philoso- 
phers, here are two examples of its 
indulgence and success which may well 
commend it. 


Thin is quite a different habit from 


that of asking questions simply from 
idle or impertinent curiosity. Inquisi- 
tireness is iv vice, not so bad as steal- 
Ing, yet resembling it somewhat. It is 
prying into other people's affairs, which 
the Inquirer has no business to meddle 
with. "Just let me ask you one ques- 
tion " says this intrusive individual, 
and then follows a stream of inquiries 
of no possible use to him who asks or of 
him who ia compelled for the sake of 
good nature to answer. Some of the 
most disagreeable persons in tho world 
are these 
persecuting 
questioners. 


Hence the question eame in former 
days to mean the examination of a per- 
son by torture: putting him on the 
rack or over a fire to extort answers to 
questions which the victim was unable 
«r not willing to give. 


But it is a positive pleasure to every 


intelligent person to impart informa- 
tion to a sincere inquirer after useful 
knowledge. And thfs pleasure ia the 
greater when the inquirer ia the super- 
ior in general information.

MeCoah turned upon th« champion of 
Chicago, and began to ply him with 
questions about The city of whose fair 
tame he wa» justly jealous, the man 
could see in * moment that his ques- 
tioner with his Scotch aocant and

SALT FOR MIlrfJH COWS. 


A Necessity, Not Only **r Them. Out AB 


Otber Barm AatmaJ*. 


, A correspondent denounces the pop- 
ular notion that salt is necessary to 
.the health of the animal system, and 
assumes that salt is an irritant and 
.poison; that "without it a well-de- 
veloped case of neuralgia or rheuma- 
tism can not be produced," and that 
hundreds of people in the United State* 
'are living without salt and enjoying 
igood health. He says it goes into the 
Isystem as salt and remains salt until it 
iis eliminated through the skin and 
ikidneys, when it is discharged as salt, 
land he argues from this and from the 
(fact that very little of It is found in the 
'excrement, that it performs no sort of 
luseful function in the animal economy. 
1 This man is evidently a crank, with 
.only a smattering of information on 
'the subject which he writes about. We 
!onee owned a copy of a book written 


i to prove that men, at present might 
•live to be hundreds of years old, il they 
iwere careful to avoid mineral* matters 
•ia their food, the chief source of which 
^3 salt! Yet it is a fact, demonstrated, 
Ithat animal life can not bo sustained 
iwithbut the presence of the mineral 
jsalts, the chief of which is chlorido of 
(sodium—common salt. 
Let us con- 


'sider a few points which he makes and 
'suggests: 
' 1. There is little or no salt voided in 
•the excrement. This he considers evi- 
dence of its uselessness. On the con- 
trary, it is evidence that it is not re- 
ijcctcd as worthless, but is taken up by 
Ithe absorbent vessels and goes into the 
'general circulation. 
' 2. It is voided in the urine as salt. 
(It also remains in the serum of the 
Iblood as salt, Hut this is no evidence 
!of its usolesaness. On the contrary, it 
.remains a constant quantity in the 
[blood, whether much or little is eaten, 
'the surplus going otY in the urine and 
perspirations. 
Starving animals do 


,not excrete salt, but retain it in tho 
•blood. 
In some diseases salt is not 


'excreted, but retained— evidently for 
.use. Good authorities say that where 
•it is retained, tor wa"nt of a fresh sup- 
iply, it is used over and over again— 
'decomposed itnd its ingredients com-' 
jbined with others to make salts, these, 
in turn decomposing and their elements 
uniting again to form common salt, as, 
the one or the other is needed by the 
system. 


S. 11 is ascertained that salt draws 


water from other parts of the system 
and thus supplies the requisite amount 
to the blood, in the serum of which salt 
is in constant quantity, but not in the 
corpuscles which float in the serum. It 
also, by decomposition, furnishes the 
chlorine for the hydro-chloric acid in 
the stomach which"pl3,ys so important a 
part in digestion*. It retards the coagu- 
lation of fibrin, and aids in the oxyaa- 
tion of the blood. Salt K a gre«t, if not 
a necessary, aid in digesting caseine and 
albumen. 
It destroys some kinds of 


parasitic worms—not by their eating it, 
but by thoir eotuinpr in contact with it. 


4. It is asserted that there can be no 


neuralgia or rheumatism without salt. 
He might abdut as well have said these 
diseases can not exist where thero U no 
life. It would be impossible to find an 
animal organism that is destitute of salt. 
Wholly deprived of salt, it would perish. 
If salt is in nnyway the cause of neu- 
ralgia and rheumatism, tho fact re-

But since nature is so careful to 
retain a fixed amount of salt in the 
blood, it may bo that some people 
maintain health without the addition, 
of salt to their food.

tle kept without feeding them salt bad- 
rough hides, ragged coats and a sickly 
look, while others kept in the same 
way, but fed salt, looked sleek and. 
bright; and it is well known that wild 
animals' go long distances and taki 
.great risks to get salt, so strong ia the 
animal instinct, which seldom errs. It 
is an irritant, like other things, when 
taken in excess. 


A French commission, after thor-
